3iefs, Many of these teachers wore Ruseian emigrants, mostly women, who were 
not Soviet subjects, This fact was ignored by Shanghal Soviet authorities until 
the arrival of Rogzov, who advised Soviet subjects to take Jobe as teachers of 
Chinese youth.

3, The function of this committees, as forsuleated by Rogov, is to supervise teaching 
Chinese youth the Russian language, Soviet literature, history, economics, and 
social “Ueliticel doctrines. The committee's plan of action Is as follows: 

(1) To register and prepare es politically coneclous teachers, those Soviets. 
gubjects whe gspeak fluent Chinese and who. ere intelligent enough to be trained. 
{2) Yo aporaech Chinese universities, colleges, art and masic insbitutions, 
newspapers, magazines, ete. with an offer of Russian language teachers for 
moderate fees with the guarentee of the Soviet Bureau of Trade (7). This 
offer should be advertized in the Chinese yernacular papers. — 

(33 Yo form spacial courses for groupe of five or ten to meet in private 
houses with special allowances for ranting roams to be peid for by TASS,

This work started in the autumn of 1946 under the pretext of 
siving to the Chinese masses exaccles of the elassies of cushisin on the ccersion of 
the reopening of the jushicin - ormment on the corner of Coute bichon and voute TWhisi, 
The translat:on work has nov extended te luclude tue writings of Sovict at ors on 

politiccl, econoic, ‘social and trade union subicets. 


5, The whole plan is desirned te camouflage the daily contacts betvecn Chincse ond 
Soviets in order to avoid any interference by Chinese cntdsvopunist clencats. The 
Soviets are oreparin: to orveniae Chinese youth to orénare for future colitical 
25X1X chenees fh China.
